On  o'ne-third  of  an  acre  planted  in  Chufas,  the  Arkansas  Experiment  Station  kept  three 
hogs  46  days,  during  which  time  the  hogs,  which  weighed  an  average  of  122  pounds  each, 
gained  an  average  of  66  pounds  each.

Chufas  will  do  well  without  the  application  of  any  fertilizer,  but  where  it  is  desired 
to  bring  a  heavy  yield,  any  good  complete  fertiliizer  is  likely  to  more  than  repay  for  its  cost. 

Chufas  are  not  only  nutritious  and  fattening,  but  their  high  sugar  content  causes  them 
to  be  greatly  relished,  and  this  is  considered  to  give  the  meat  a  sweeter  taste  than  that  of 
corn-fed  hogs. 

Plant  in  April  or  early  May,  in  rows  2%  to  3  feet  apart,  dropping  3  to  5  Chufas  together, 
about  1  to'  1  Vt  feet  apart  in  the  row.

—  (Special) .—After  hundreds  of 
tests  of  many  varieties  of  soy  beans,  the  Missouri  College  of 
Agriculture  at  Columbia  says  that  Virginia  beans  are  the  best 
soys  for  either  hay  or  seed  on  thin  to  medium  lands.  Wilsons 
come  next  to  the  Virginia  for  hay  or  seed  on  medium  to  good 
land,  and  these  two  are  the  best  for  hay  under  all  conditions. 
For  planting  in  corn  to  be  hogged  down  or  to  use  for  silo, 
the  Haberlandt  is  recommended. 

NOTE. — The  State  of  Missouri  is  approximately  the  same 
latitude  as  Virginia  and  other  Middle  States,  and  climatic  con¬ 
ditions  are  about  equal.  These  tests  are  identical  with  those 
made  in  the  East,  and  we  consider  these  varieties  the  most 
dependable  for  these  sections.

What  Leading  Authorities 

Have  to  Say 

The  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  is 
very  enthusiastic  over  this  contest,  and 
is  giving  it  hearty  baching.  In  a  letter 
to  us  from  Prof.  Hutcheson  he  has  this 
to  say  about  the  contest: 

“Anything  which  stimulates  the  use 
of  certified  seed  is  of  interest  to  the 
Agronomy  Department  of  the  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute,  and  should  he 
of  interest  to  every  farmer  in  the 
State. 

“Certified  seed  should  mean  to  the 
crop  producer  just  exactly  the  same 
thing  that  pedigreed  animals  mean  to 
stock  men.
